Reagan’s  appointment  secretary  David  Fisher 
set  up  an  office  there,  and  deputy  White  House 
press  secretary  Larry  Speakes  said  “there’s  not  a 
lot  of  difference  from  him  (Reagan)  being  in  the 
Oval  Office.” 

“We’re  fully  prepared  to  take  care  of 
anything,”  Speakes  said.  “He’s  as  fully  able  to 
function  as  he  would  be  anywhere  in  tbe  world.” 

White  House  Chief  of  Staff  James  Baker  said 
shortly  after  the  wounded  president  reached  the 
hospital  Monday,  “full  communications”  were 
opened  between  the  medical  center,  the  White 
House  situation  room  and  the  airplane  carrying 
Bush  back  to  Washington  from  a  speaking  trip  to 
Texas. 

Baker  insisted  the  administration  was 
prepared  at  all  times  “for  any  contingency  that 
might  arise.” 

The  chief  of  staff  refused  to  say  whether  the 
United  States  had  sought  assurances  from  the 
Soviet  Union  or  warned  Moscow  not  to  try  to  take 
advantage  of  the  situation. 

Baker  said  that'  after  Reagan  was  attacked 
Monday,  Gerry  Parr,  the  chief  of  the  Secret  Ser¬ 
vice’s  presidential  protection  detail,  ordered 
Reagan’s  limousine  to  return  the  president  to  the 
White  House.  But  on  the  way,  the  president  com¬ 
plained  of  soreness  of  the  ribcage  and  “he  may 
have  complained  of  difficulty  in  breathing,” 
Baker  said.  The  course  was  changed  and  the 


limousine  headed  for  the  hospital. 

Baker  said  his  deputy,  Michael  Deaver,  called 
from  the  motorcade  and  told  him  the  president 
had  not  been  struck  in  the  gunfire.  Not  until  the 
president  “collapsed”  in  the  emergency  room  af¬ 
ter  walking  in  from  his  car,  did  aides  realize 
Reagan  was  wounded,  Baker  said. 

Deaver  then  called  Baker,  still  at  the  White 
House,  and  Baker  summoned  Secretary  of  State 
Alexander  M.  Haig  Jr.  there. 

Baker  said  he  headed  for  the  hospital  and  when 
he  arrived  suggested  that  Haig,  as  the  senior 
Cabinet  officer,  should  be  in  charge  in  the  situa¬ 
tion  room  until  Bush  arrived. 

Sen.  Paul  Laxalt,  R-Nev.,  a  close  friend  of  the 
president,  emerged  from  a  meeting  of  con¬ 
gressional  leaders  Tuesday  and  said  authorities 
established  a  motive  in  the  attempted  assassina¬ 
tion.  He  refused  to  divulge  details,  but  govern¬ 
ment  sources  who  asked  not  to  be  identified  con¬ 
firmed  that  the  assessment  was  based  on  an  un¬ 
mailed  letter  in  which  alleged  assailant  reflected 
a  desire  “to  go  out  and,  do  something  to  get  him¬ 
self  killed.” 

Attorney  General  William  French  Smith  told  a 
reporter  “I  cannot  comment  on  that  aspect  of  the 
case.” 

Senate  Majority  Leader  Howard  Baker  of  Ten¬ 
nessee  said,  “It  does  not  appear  to  be  a  part  of  a 
plot.”

He  was  scheduled  to 
assume  Prem’s  duties  as  army  com¬ 
mander  last  October  when  Prem 
became  60  years  old,  the  mandatory 
retirement  age  for  that  post.  Top 
military  officers  decided  to  give 
Prem  one  more  year  as  army  chief. 

Bangkok  appeared  quiet  and  nor¬ 
mal  after  the  coup  announcement, 
with  sparse  traffic  and  no  sign  of 
military  movements. 

The  broadcast  said,  “The 
Revolutionary  Committee,  compris¬ 
ing  members  of  the  army,  navy  and 
air  force,  have  taken  over  and  have 
appointed  Gen.  Sere  Nanakorn, 
suprerffe  commander  of  the  armed 
forces,  as  an  adviser  to  the  commit¬ 
tee.” 


Prem’s  coalition  government 
cracked  late  last  month  when  a  key 
party,  with  10  Cabinet  posts,  pulled 
out  of  the  government  in  a  dispute 
with  another  coalition  member  over 
an  oil  deal  controversy. 

On  March  11,  he  formed  a  new  40- 
member  coalition  Cabinet  and  King 
Bhumiphol  Adulyadej  signed  a 
decree  approving  it. 

The  new  government  had  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  the  least  military- 
influenced  since  the  last  civilian  ad¬ 
ministration  of  former  Prime 
Minister  Kukrkit  Pramoj  in  1975. 
Prem  had  11  military  men  in  his 
Cabinet,  two  fewer  than  the 
previous  one.

The  knee  injury  came  to  All-American  Nick 
Eyre  at  a  most  inopportune  time  —  a  week  before 
BYU’s  first  football  game  of  the  1980  season.  The 
injury  was  bad  enough  to  keep  Eyre  away  from 
the  playing  field  for  weeks. 

But  when  BYU’s  offensive  unit  gathered  for  its 
first  game  huddle  of  the  season,  Eyre  took  the 
tackle  position. 

BYU  football  trainer,  Marvin  Roberson,  claims 
Eyre  was  able  to  play  the  entire  game  by  using  a 
clear,  thick  substance  referred  to  as  “dog” 
because  of  its  garlicky  smell  and  oyster-like  taste 
it  brings  to  one’s  mouth  soon  after  an  applica¬ 
tion. 

“Dog,”  or  more  commonly  DMSO  (dimethyl 
sulfoxide),  has  been  called  the  “wonder  drug”  or 
“miracle  cure”  for  years  by  the  nation’s  hock 
shops,  flea  markets  and  corner  smoke  shops,  but 
recently  the  claims  have  been  coming  from 
college  and  professional  athletic  training  camps. 
Some  sports  shops  and  spas  now  carry  DMSO  on 
their  shelves. 

But  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  refuses 
to  sanction  the  drug’s  use  for  anything  except  a 
rare  bladder  condition  (interstitial  cystitis), 
veterinary  treatment  of  large  i 
perimental  research.  The  FDA’s  main  concerns 
for  DMSO  center  around  possible  side  effects, 
such  as  the  drug’s  ability  to  carry  contaminants 
into  the  body  through  the  skin,  and  “a  need  for 
more  reliable  data.” 

Experimental  research  has  allowed  several 
college  sports  programs  access  to  the  normally 
banned  substance,  including  BYU’s.  A  main 
sponsor  of  DMSO  research  and  distributor  of  the 
substance  for  human  use  is  Research  Industries, 
Inc.  of  Salt  Lake  City,  headed  by  Henry  D. 
Moyle,  Jr.,  a  local  attorney. 

Research  Industries  sponsors  studies  by  college 
athletic  trainers  on  soft-tissue  injuries  such  as 
knee  and  ankle  sprains  “to  obtain  FDA  ap- 


“You  can  sprain  a  finger  and  actually  see  the 
swelling  go  down  when  you  apply  DMSO,  but  it’s 
illegal  in  the  state  of  California,”  said  George  An¬ 
derson,  head  trainer  for  the  Oakland  Raiders 
football  team.  “I  can’t  say  that  we  use  it  or  we 
don’t  use  it.” 

Anderson  said  his  pro  camp  was  one  of  the  first 
to  use  DMSO  on  injuries' on  the  West  Coast  until 
it  was  banned  and  “there  was  nothing  better  as 
far  as  getting  the  swelling  out,  arthritis,  bursitis, 
things  like  this  — it  does  a  helluvah  job.” 

Roberson  agrees,  saying  the  drug  “puts  kids 
back  on  a  football  field  within  a  week  where.it 
may  have  taken  two  weeks.”  He  said  all  the 
sports  at  BYU  use  the  drug  on  a  regular  basis. 

Several  college  athletic  departments  are 
currently  researching  for  Research  Industries,  in¬ 
cluding  the  University  of  Utah,  San  Diego  State 
University,  University  of  Texas  at  El  Paso  and 
University  of  Oregon.  Most  of  the  trainers  are 
believers  in  the  substance,  but  some  are  scep¬ 
tical. 

Russ  Cagel,  assistant  trainer  for  U  of  O’s 
athletic  department  said  his  school  just  com¬ 
pleted  a  double-blind  test,  on  moderate  injuries  to 
ankles  and  knees  and  he  said  concern  was  ex¬ 
pressed  about  contaminants  the  drug  could  carry 
into  the  bloodstream.  Cagel  said  most  athletes 


during  some  hearings  before  congressional  com¬ 
mittees  studying  the  drug,  an  FDA  DMSO  steer¬ 
ing  committee  was  formed.  Moyle,  Roberson  and 
Dr.  Brent  Pratley,  the  orthopedic  surgeon  for 
BYU’s  athletic  department,  testified  before  the 
congressional  committees  last  summer  in  favor  of 
DMSO. 

“The  committee  coordinates  all  the  activities 
surrounding  DMSO,”  she  said,  “such  as  the 
problem  of  industrial  grade  DMSO  being  sold 
without  prescription  and  monitoring  the  testing. 
The  committee  also  attempted  to  obtain  records 
from  clinical  investigators  using  DMSO  because 
they  felt  that  adverse  reactions  had  not  been 
reported.” 

Miss  Peterson  said  once  the  DMSO  research 
was  completed  it  would  take  about  six  months  for 
the  drug  to  receive  FDA  approval,  but  “the 
average  drug  approval  time  for  last  year  was  20 
months.”  She  said  the  FDA  is  currently  not 
ready  to  approve  DMSO  “for  the  multitude  of 
things  it’s  claimed  effective  for,”  because  there 
hasn’t  been  adequate  controlled  research. 

FDA  warnings  about  the  drug  have  done  little 
to  slow  its  flow  throughout  the  country. 

“It’s  about  as  free  in  this  part  of  the  country  as 
white  lightning,”  said  UTEP  head  trainer,  Don 
Forester.  “The  price  is  going  up  every  day  on  this

“It’s  on  the  black  market,  let’s  face  it,”  he 
said.  “I’m  concerned  with  it  because  of  contami¬ 
nants  that  could  be  in  the  bottle  and  carried  into 
body.  What  if  a  student  puts  on  some  DMSO  and 
walks  into  a  chemistry  lab?  It  can  also  be  rather 
dangerous  if  you  don’t  use  proper  dosage.” 

Moyle  also  disapproves  of  using  industrial- 
grade  DMSO  on  humans. 

“I’m  concerned  about  it  because  people  don’t 
know  how  to  use  it  and  they  don’t  use  it  under  a 
doctor’s  direction,”  he  said.  “He’s  (the  illicit 
user)  out  on  a  limb  and  sawing  on  the  other  side.”

Thirty-five  thousand  dollars  is  the  main  factor 
standing  between  13-year-old  Becky  Barton  of 
Orem  and  the  bone  marrow  transplant  she  needs 
to  save  her  life. 

Becky,  daughter  of  Edson  and  Ann  Barton  of 
Orem,  is  the  victim  of  acute  myelogenous 
leukemia  (AML).  AML  is  an  uncommon  form  of 
leukemia  ordinarily  limited  to  adults. 

The  Bartons  hope  to  have  the  transplant  soon 
since  Becky  is  in  remission  right  now  and  should 
have  the  transplant  before  she  has  a  possible 
relapse. 

Becky  has  been  an  active  young  girl  who  enjoys 
sports,  school  and  swimming. 

Becky  has  already  lo$t  her  hair  through 
chemotherapy.  She  wears  a  turban  or  wig,  and 
she  goes  on  with  her  life. 

According  to  Dorothy  Sudweeks,  a 
spokeswoman  for  an  organization  to  raise  money 
for  Becky,  Becky  has  a  better  chance  of  survival 
because  her  sister  is  a  perfect  match  for  a  bone 
marrow  transplant.

Utah  Tech  now  offering 
two-year  science  degree 


Utah  Technical  College  at  Provo 
now  offers  a  two-year  associate  of 
science  degree  emphasizing 
vocational  education  instead  of 
general  education. 

The  new  associate  of  science 
degree  will  be  transferable  to  four- 
year  colleges  and  universities  in 
Utah  or  any  institution  accredited 
by  the  Northwest  Accrediting 
Association. 

Details  concerning  acceptance  of 
the  new  degree  at  BYU  are  uncer¬ 
tain,  according  to  Robert  Peters,  ad¬ 
missions  counselor. 

“At  the  present  time,  UTC  is  on  a 
pilot  program  for  three  years  and 
during  that  time  the  bugs  will  be 
worked  out.  They  have  a  series  of 
general  education  classes  that  fit 


our  G.E.  requirements.  These 
classes  can  be  transferred  straight 
across  to  BYU. 

“As  far  as  our  having  a  policy  on 
how  to  view  this  new  degree, 
nothing  has  been  written.  We  would 
have  to  see  how  the  new  require¬ 
ments  correspond  with  ours,”  he 


According  to  UTC  President 
Wilson  W.  Sorensen,  the  college  will 
still  offer  a  curriculum  75  percent 
vocationally  oriented  with  25  per¬ 
cent  of  the  classes  dealing  with 
general  education  topics. 

“Our  primary  purpose  is 
vocational,”  Sorensen  said.  “But 
this  new  authorization  opens  vast 
new  opportunities  to  anyone 
wishing  to  attend  our  school.”

EMT  program  focus: 
teach  life-saving  skills 


The  emergency  medical  techni¬ 
cian  (EMT)  program  focuses  on 
teaching  life-saving  skills,  said  Dr. 
Keith  Karren,  coordinator  of  the 
EMT  program  at  BYU. 

“The  program  offers  advanced 
training  in  a  broad  spectrum  of 
emergency  medical  subjects  beyond 
first  aid  and  emergency  care,”  said 
Karren.  “Upon  successful  comple¬ 
tion  of  training,  the  emergency 
medical  technician  is  equipped  to 
serve  as  one  of  the  most  valuable  lay 
members  of  the  medical  care  team 
outside  the  hospital.” 

The  course  gives  its  students  the 
feeling  of  confidence  and  security  to 
act  in  emergency  situations,  Karren 
said,  adding,  “If  the  man  sitting 
next  to  you  at  the  football  game  has 
a  heart  attack  or  a  stroke,  you  have 
the  ability  to  save  his  life,  instead  of 
panicking  or  feeling  helpless.” 

The  first  three  to  four  minutes  af¬ 
ter  a  person  has  had  a  heart  attack 


are  crucial,  said  Karren.  What’s 
done  during  this  time  can  make  the 
difference  whether  the  person  lives 
or  dies,  he  added. 

Often,  paramedics  can’t  reach  the 
victim  until  this  crucial  time  is 
past,  he  said.  The  trained  EMT  can 
make  the  life-saving  difference. 

The  training  will  consist  of  skill¬ 
building  experiences  in  caring  for 
patients  with  specific  injuries  or 
illnesses. 

The  class  will  meet  every  week¬ 
day  from  1  to  5  p.m.,  plus  one  on 
Saturday,  between  June  1  and  30. 
Students  can  receive  six  hours  of 
college  credit  for  the  course. 

Class  enrollment  is  limited  to  42. 
Students  are  encouraged  to  register 
early.  A  $50  deposit  is  required  for 
registration,  and  a  balance  of  $225 
for  tuition  is  required  before  June  1.

Tap.  Tap.  The  familiar  sound  of  a 
blind  man's  cane  echoes  through  the 
night  as  the  man  strides  forward 
confidently.  This  is  a  scene  from 
“The  White  Cane,”  a  film  by  Ken 
Kemp  on  the  prejudice  blind  people 
face  in  today’s  society. 

The  film  will  be  shown  for  the 
first  time  in  a  fireside  presentation 
Sunday  at  7  p.m.  in  the  Varsity 
Theater. 

“I  talked  to  a  lot  of  blind  people 
during  the  making  of  the  film  and 
they  agree  that  the  worst  problem 
they  face  is  sighted  people  who  try 
to  overcompensate  for  their 
blindness,”  Kemp  said.  “Blind  peo¬ 
ple  want  to  be  accepted  for  what 
they  are.  They  are  just  like  the  rest 
of  us  except  they  don’t  have  the  use 
of  their  eyes  like  we  do.  That  is  the 
only  difference.” 

Kemp  became  interested  in 
filmmaking  during  his  mission  in 
South  America.  “A  lot  of  the  people 
we  taught  were  illiterate,”  Kemp 
said.  “It  was  no  good  asking  them  to 
read  something  —  they  just 


couldn’t.  Without  the  filmstrips  the 
missionaries  would  have  had  a  big 
problem. 

“I  realized  then  the  importance  of 
media  in  teaching  the  gospel.  Peo¬ 
ple  could  see  and  hear  and  ex¬ 
perience  things  they  were  not  able 
to  read  about.  Film  leaves  an  im¬ 
pression  in  people’s  minds. 

“  ‘The  White  Cane”  is  a  film 
about  a  person  who  is  the  antipathy 
of  how  we  imagine  a  handicapped 
person  ought  to  be.  A  missionary 
friend  wrote  it  for  The  New  Era  and 
.  I  decided  to  base  my  film  on  the 
story.  It  shows  how  much  handicap¬ 
ped  people  can  teach  us.” 

“The  White  Cane”  started  out  as 
'•a  class  project.  “It  runs  for  15 
minutes- and  cost  me  around  $2,500 
to  make,”  Kemp  said.  “I  tried  to 
keep  unnecessary  expenses  to  the 
minimum. 

“We  used  students  for  just  about 
everything  —  acting,  directing,  the 
lot.  Even  the  sound  track,  which  is 
with  full  orchestra,  was  written  by  a 
former  missionary  companion  of 
mine.

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postponement  of  the  Oscar  cast  as  well  as  the  dis¬ 
ruption  of  programming  by  Monday’s  events  in 
Washington  cost  the  network  ‘well  over  a  million 
dollars,’  according  to  a  reliable  industry  source.” 

In  his  taped  remarks,  President  Reagan 
saluted  the  academy  “for  the  influence  its  work 
has  had  on  the  world’s  most  enduring  art  form.” 
He  added:  “Film  is  forever.  I’ve  been  trapped  in 
some  film  forever  myself.” 

About  300  million  people  in  63  countries 
watched  the  proceedings  on  their  television  sets 
to  find  out  who  won  the  prestigious  Oscars. 

Three  honorary  awards  were  presented  during 
the  three-hour  long  program.  The  first  award  was 
iresented  to  the  Acme  Tools  and  Manufacturing 
Company  for  creating  the  optical  printer. 
Another  special  Oscar  was  presented  to  the 
special  effects  staff  of  “The  Empire  Strikes 
Back,”  the  sequel  to  “Star  Wars”  and  one  of  the 
biggest  box-office  hits  in  film  history.  The  third 
award  was  presented  to  Henry  Fonda.  Although 
Fonda  acted  for  46  years,  he  never  received  an 
Oscar.  The  audience  greeted  Fonda  with  a 
standing  ovation  as  he  accepted  the  award. 

In  Monday’s  paper,  The  Daily  Universe  staff 
made  some  predictions  for  best  actor,  best  sup¬ 
porting  actor,  best  actress,  best  director  and  best 
picture  of  the  year.
